– An examination for selection of candidates 
for entry into the Air Force Academy of the I. A . F . for 
the course commencing in March 1952 will be held 
by the Union Public Service Commission at Allahabad , 
Bombay , Calcutta , Delhi, Madras and Nagpur sometime 
in November 1951. 


2 . Candidates who qualify at the written examination 
announced by the Commission will be required to 
appear before the I . A . F . Selection Board which will 
make recommendations to the Government of India 
for the Anal selection of candidates for training for 
officer ranks of the I. A . F . 


have continued in such service since then . Any 
such persons who re - entered or may re - enter 
such service with a break , after the 26th 
January 1950 , will however require certificates 

of eligibility in the usual way . 
6 . Candidates should be medically At in all respects 
for service in any part of the world . The standards of 
medical fitness are shown in Appendix I, 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected 
subsequently on medical grounds. Candidates are . 
therefore, advised in their own interest to get them 
selves medically examined before applying, to avoid 
disappointment at the final stage.

3 . The number of vacancies to be offered on the 
results of this examination , will be sixty -nine . 


4 . ( A ) Candidates for admission to this examination 
must have been born not earlier than 1st April 1931 
and not later than 30th September 1934 , 


( B ) Candidates possessing " A " flying licence and 
born not earlier than 1st April 1928 and not later than 
30th Septmber 1934 are also eligible to apply . 


7. Candidates must undertake not to marry until 
they complete their full training . A candidate who 
inarries subsequent to the date of his application , 
though successful at this or any subsequent examina 
tion will not be selected for training , and a candidate 
who marrics whilst under training shall be discharged , 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred 
on him by the Government. Commissioned Officers of 
the General Duties Branch of the Indian Air Force 
will not be eligible for allotment of married accommoda 
tion before they complete a minimum of three years 
yervice , or before they attain the age of 25 , whichover 
is earlier , 


Candidates who are likely to possess " A " flying

Subject to this condition , they will then be placed 
in the order of merit on the basis of the total marks 
secured .

Candidates will appear before the I. A . F . Selection 
Board , and undergo the tests thereat , at their own 
risk and will not be entitled to claim any compensation 
or other relief from Government in respect of any 
injury which they may sustain in the course of or ag 
a result of any of the tests given to them at an I . A . F . 
Selection Board . whether due to the negligence of any 
person or otherwisc . Candidates will be required to 
sign a certificate to this effect on the form appended to 
the application , In the case of candidates who are 
minors , the required certificate must be signed by their 
parents or guardians in the form prescribed ,

16 . Candidates Anally selected for the I. A . F . will be 
admitted to the Air Force Academy and undergo 
training for a period of 18 months . 


17 . Commissions will be granted only on successful 
completion of training. The date of commission will 
be that following the date of successful completion of 
training . 70 per cent., of cadets successfully completing 
flying training will be granted permanent commissions. 
The remainder will be granted short service com 
missions,

18 . While the cost of training including accommoda 
tion , books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment. 
will be borne by Government, candidates will te 
expected to meet their pocket expenses themselves. 
The minimum experises at the Academy are NOT 
likely to exceed Rs. 30 . Where cadets parents or 
Guardians are unable to meet, wholly or partly , even 
this expenditure , Anancial assistance may be granted 
by the Government. No cadet whose parent or 
guardian has an income of Rs. 300 per mensem or above 
would be eligible for the grant of the financial 
assistanre , 

A candidate desirous of having any financial 
assistance should immediately after being finally 
selected for training at the Academy, submit an 
appucation through the District Magistrate of his 
District who will forward the application with his 
recommendation to Alr IIoad Quarters ( P . P . & R . ) , 
New Delhi. 


NOTE . - Candidates who have appeared or intend to 
apnear at any of the above examinations may also 
apply for admission to this examination . The appli 
cations of such candidates will be accepted pro 
visionally and the successful ones at this examinntion 
will be required to furnish proof of their having, passed 
that examination as soon as possible and in any case 
before they join the Academy. 


9 . A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Servire 
Commission and the appointing authority that he is 
sultable in all respects for admission to the Air Force 
Academy of the I. A . F . 


10 . The decision of the Union Public Service Com 
mission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate 
for admission to the examination shall be final. 


11 . No candidate shall he admitted to the examination 
unless ho holds a certificate of admission from the 
Union Public Service Commission . 


12 , Any attempt on the part of a candidate or his 
relations / friends to enlist, support for his candidature 
w !]] disqualify him for admission . 


19 . Candidates when called up for interview by the 
I. A . F . Selection Board or for subsequent training will 
he cligible for T . A , and D . A . in accordance with the 
rules then in forro. Candidates who have previously 
heen before the I. A . F . Selection Board for the same 
type of Commission are not entitled to T . A , and D . A , 
on suhsequent occasions. 

20 . Pay and allowances. pension , leave and other 
ronditions of service after the grant of commission , 
will be identical with those applicable from time to 
time to regular officers of the I. A . F . 

21. No candidate will normally be permitted to 
resign whilst under training . A civilian candidate who 
is not considered suitable to complete the full course of 
training may with the permission of Alr Headquarters , 
be discharged . 

22 . An outfit allowance at the rates and under the 
general cond ] tions Applicable at tho time for each 
cadet will be placed at the disposal of the Commandant 
of the Training Institution . The unexpended portion 
of this allowance will be : 
( 1) handed over to the cadet on his being granted 

a commission ; or 
( ii) if he is riot granted a commission , refunded to 

the Stata 


13 . The maximum number of candidates to be 
admitted to the examination may at the discretion of 
the Commission be limited to such number as the 
Cominissior. rray decide. If a limit is imposed and the 
number of candidates excceds that limit , the Union 
Public Service Commission shall select from among the 
applicants those who shall be admitted to the examina 
tion and shall have regard in so doing to the suitability 
of the applicants for admission to the Air Force 
Academy of the LAF. 


14 . ( A ) The examination will he conducted by the 
Union Public Service Commission in the manner 
prescribed in Appendix II to the Notifcation . In order 
to qualify in the written examination , candidates must 
obtain 33 per cent. of marks in each subject and 40 per 
cent. in the aggregate . 


On heing granted a commission , Articles of clothing 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance shall 
berome the personal property of the cadet Such 
articles will , however , be withdrawn from a cadet who 
resigns whilst under training Or who is removed or 
withdrawn prior to commissioning . The articles with 
wwwn will be disposed of to the best advantage of the 
State . 


14 . ( B ) The maximum number of marks obtainable 
at the I. A . F . Selection Board interview will be 900 . In 
order to qualify in the interview candidates must 
obtain not less thnn 360 marks . 


UNION PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION . 


15 . The Unton Public Service Commission shall 
prepare a list of condidates in order of their merit as 
disclosed by the grcgato marks awarded to each 
candidate at the written examination . Candidates 
who obtain qualifying inarks at the written examination 
shall appear before the LAF. Selection Board . Candi 
dates to be aceptalile should secure the minimum 
qualifying marks both in the written examination and 
the LAF. Selection Board interview . 


INSTRUCTIONS TO CANDIDATOS REGARDING THIE FILLING UP

( 1 ) A copy of the Notice , Notification , etc ., for the 
Examination is sent herewith . ( The fact that these 
papers are being supplied to a candidate is no evidence 
of his eligibility for admission to the examination , 
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Candidates should consult them to see if they are 
eligible before filling up tlie application form or paying 
the prescribed fee . The conditions prescribed cannot 
be relaxed ) 


( 2 ) The enclosed appllcation form must be filled up 
in the candidate s own handwriting , and all answers 
must be given in words and not by dashes or dots 


of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or 
Scheduled Tribes) will however be allowed to a candi 
date who is not admitted to the examination by the 
commission or having been admitted Secures 30 per 
cent. or more of the aggregate marks in the written 
papers of the examination . The name of the 
examination and of the Treasury at which the fee is 
deposited should be clcarly entered in the Treasury 
Receipt . The Treasury receipt should be on the form 
pertaining to Central Government transactions and 
should be obtained from the treasury at which the fee 
is deposited . 


The application form should be submitted direct to 
the Secretary , Union Public Service Commission , 
Parliament House ( Post Box No 186 ) . New Delhi, A 
service candidate must submit his application through 
his Commanding OMcer , who will , I he considers the 
candidate eligible , forward it to the Union Public 
Service Commission with his recommendation ( vide 
Section B of the application form ) .

II the Matriculation certificate has not been issued 
to a candidate , he should submit along with his 
application an ago certificate from the Headmaster of 
the School from where he appeared in the Matriculation 
Examination .

( 10 ) Every candidate for admission to the examina 
tion will be informed at the earliest possible date for 
the result of his application . It is not possible for 
the Union Public Service Commission , however , to 
say when that result will be communicated , 


NOTE 4 - Ordinarily the Commission do not accept a 
date of birth , other than that proved or supported by 
the Matriculation Certificate . If they do so they require 
not only conyincing proof of the date claimed but also 
a satisfactory explanation of the incorrect entry in the 
Matriculation Certificate , When once a date of birth 
has been claimed and accepted by the Commission for 
the purpose of admission to an examination , no change 
will be allowed at a subsequent examination . Candi 
dates who wish to challenge the entry of their age in 
ar ,Matriculation Certi ( cate must do so at the Arst 
opportunity .

If the candidate has already 
submitted any of those certificates in connection with 
another examination conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission and if they have not yet been 
returned to him , he should incntion tho fact when 
submitting his application , and if possible , enclose a 
copy of the certificate . If the certificate is not with 
the Commission , it should be sent with the application 
whether the candidato appeared at a previous examina 
tion conducted by the Commission or not .
